•of this sickening thing, unnamable, are 
known to the whole country-"

I- A. EDWARDS 
KILLED HIMSELF 


New ITavGfa, Conn., Jail. 9.—Suicide 
b3' means of both bullet and poison is 
the explanation given by Coroner Eli 
Mix of the -death of Charles A. Ed­ 
wards, of New York city, at the Abi­ 
gail Hiller homestead. This fouling is 
contained in a preliminary report to 
Scntp¿Attorney Williams, and is based 
in part by the discovery of morphine 
in the body of Mr. Edwards by Medi­ 
cal Examiner Bartlett and the sur­ 
geons who performed the autopsy. The 
finding is supported by some portions 
of the evidence taken at the inquest, 
which extended through five days and 
which is not yet completed. 
N The preliminary report is made at 
this time to relieve the public sus­ 
pense. and Coroner Mix adds that Mr. 
Kdwards* death probably was ono of 
the most remarkable on record. The 
theory of suicide, however, appears 
not to have been held by the ‘coroner 
until Saturday, when detectives un­ 
earthed in the 
shrubbery near the 
Hiller house a 22-calibre revolver and 
a half-pint bottle containing a quantity 
1 of laudanum. 
Until that time, and in 
the absence of a report on the chem­ 
ical nnaiysi3 of tho viscera the weight 
of evidence taken by Mr. Mix Was 
that Mr. Edwards had been murdered. 


The first action taken by Coroner 
Mix after reaching a conclusion in the 
case was to order the release from sur­ 
veillance of A. Maxry Hiller, brother- 
in-law of Mr. Edwards, who on Thurs­ 
day evening last was placed in charge 
of a police officer. 


The coroner’s brief report does not 
dispel the mystery jo the death of Mr. 
Edwards, and until the complete find- 
in ft Is ready, probably no miblic solu­ 
tion can be found as to why Mr. Ed­ 
wards, as Coroner Mix describes his 
actions, *'at 2 o'clock on Wednesday 
morning last, clad in his underclothes, 
left his chamber and descended to the 
basement, lighted the gas, unbolted 
Jand opened the rear door, twice d?s- 
. charged a revolver at himself, one bul­ 
let going into the ear; then, failing- to 
kill himsolf, threw the weapon away, 
drank laudanum and tossed the bottle 
after the pistol, and with blood flowing 
from a wound in the head, dragged 
himself back to his chamber, got into 
bed, drew the 
bedclothes over his 
shoulders, and after placing a hand­ 
kerchief under bis head to staunch 
% 


the flow of blood, lapsed into uncon­ 
sciousness, death coming six houxs 
later.” 


In discussing some of the facts ob­ 
tained On which the suicide theory was 
confirmed, Coroner Mix says that one 
bullet Went wild, being imbedded in 
the door, while the other made the 
wound. 


Tho hand rail on the stairs and the 
wall show bloody hand marks as if 
Edwards had first put his hand to the 
wound, smearing it with blood, before 
starting upstairs. 
That Edwards had 
partially disrobed before going down­ 
stairs is shown by the care taken In 
folding his outer garments. 
Besides, 
according to Charles Hiller, he retired 
about midnight. The time of the shoot­ 
ing is fixed by a maid servant next door 
and by the watchman at the Graduates' 
Club in the rear, both of whom heard 
two pistol shots at 2 o'clock. 
Charles 
Hiller slept through this noise. 


WOMAN MURDERED AND BURNED 


Mrs. Able Found Dead In Cellar of 
Home and Husband Arrested. 


Pittsburg, Jan. 9.—Mrs. Lena Able, 
aged 27 years, wife of Andrew Able, 
was* found dead in the cellar of her 
home, terribly burned. By her side 
was a broken oil lamp. It was first 
supposed that the 3an/p had exploded, 
but an investigatiojr disclosed 
two 
wounds in her neck, apparently in­ 
flicted by a knife. 
The police and 
coroner are making a rigid investiga­ 
tion, and entertain the theory that 
Mrs. Able was 
attacked 
and 
then 
burned by her asasilant to hide the 
crime. 


Andrew J. Able, the husband, was 
arrested, charged with the murder of 
his wife, ^.ble was committed to jail. 
The authorities say he has made sev­ 
eral conflicting statements concerning 
Mrs. Abie's death. 


At the coroner’s office it was said 
an investigation proved almost con­ 
clusively that the woman had been 
murdered and 
her 
body afterward 
burned.

EMBEZZLED TO 
KEEP UP STYLE 


Chester, P a, Jan. 9.—J. Frank Chal­ 
lenger, secretary of 
the 
Delaware 
County Trust company, was arrested 
on the charge of embezzling the funds 
of tho institution. An examination of 
the books of * the company showed a 
shortage of $10,600. 


When charged with the misuse of 
the funds, Challenger confessed. He 
said no person was to blame but him­ 
self, and that his peculations wero due 
to tho fact that he lived beyond his 
income. 


Challenger’s family is prominent in 
Chester, and he had risen from the 
position of office boy to one of trust. 


The arrest of Challenger came as 
a shock to a great many people in 
this county, as he had a large circle 
of friends and was a more than ordi­ 
narily popular man. The discovery of 
the shortage was made at the annual 
balancing of the books at the first of 
the year. At that time some of the 
other clerks noted discrepancies, and 
after satisfying themselves there was 
something wrong notified the presi­ 
dent, James A. G. Campbell. 


Mr. Campbell immediately Instituted 
a most searching investigation, with 
the result that it was shown that, 
through a system of his own, Chal­ 
lenger had been abstracting money. 
Imm edir^ly every account in the bank 
was scrutinized and balances taken in 
every department and all of the secur­ 
ities of the institution and the collat­ 
eral deposited were 
examined, with 
the result that it was 
shown that 
every other employe’s account in the 
institution was correct and that Chal­ 
lenger had operated entirely by^ him­ 
self. 


Confronted with the evidence, Chal­ 
lenger admitted his wrong-doing, and 
gave such assistance as he could in 
clearing matters up. He said he had 
been a victim of his extravagant hab­ 
its, but denied that he had speculated 
%yith the stolen money. 


Challenger had nothing to do with 
the savings fund department of the 
bank, and his peculations were from 
the commercial department, his plan 
being to destroy the deposit slips af­ 
ter the depq&its had been properly en­ 
tered on the depositor's and the bank’s 
books, and manipulate tho accounts to 
¿void detection, althougn K- did not 
alter figure« on the books of'tils bank.

PENNSYLVANIA SCHOOLS 


31,319 In Charge of 32,352 Teacher*, 


Who Got $14,142,470 La*t Year* 


Harrisburg, Pa, Jan. 8.—Tho annual 
report of Dr. Nathan C. Schaeffer, su­ 
perintendent of public instruction, for 
the fiscal year ending June 5, 1905, 
shows that there are 31,319 schools in 
Pennsylvania. 
The report shows also 
that there are S028 male and 24,324 
female teachers in Pennsylvania, and 
the average salary of the male teachers 
is $51.81 per month and of the female 
teachers $29.14. 
There was paid in 
teachers’ wages ?14,142,470.S4 during 
the year. 
The total expenditures for 
the year were ?2S,565,475.15. 


The report states that the compul­ 
sory vaccination act of June 18, 1S95, 
is unsatisfactory for the following rea­ 
sons: 


It has failed to make vaccination 
universal. 


It has disorganized the schools in 
communities where there was no ap­ 
parent danger from small-pox. 


It punishes the innocent instead of 
the guilty. 


It does not exclude unvaccinated 
children from public places, and yet 
assumes that they must be kept away 
fi’oiri other children. 
It does not im­ 
pose vaccination upon teachers, but 
obliges them to shoulder the odium 
which arises through tho neglect of a 
duty for which parents, physicians and 
health officers should be held respon­ 
sible.

Bab llaV-i 
brotlur, Pedrillo, 
caught 
the pi'Mul; in the forests on the moun- 
tal.jfclde, anii it was a Joyful il-ay when 
the.se children could sell one fur three 
ftjlver dollars—or it would have been 
t u t for Pablo Mais, tiielr father, Avho 
was a lazy fellow witJi a thiri>t for 
Bt^escal, and moreover « gambler and 


a scamp. 
Pablo laid heavy tribute on 
all the parrot money. 


On i^iarch 
last year. Babiila had 
boon oft' ali day alonsrside tho Pacitic 
Mail steamer City of Sydney, and had 
sold two parrots.

The Rlcht Way to iMow. 


Pleasure off a head land on each end 
of the field as Avido as the length of 
team and plow. Commence plowing at 
ono side of the field one-half lapd frora 
the fence, plowing back and forth, 
turning to the right and sliding plow on 
head land. 
When first land is done, 
measnre oit another land, skip it, go 
on and plow third land same as first, 
then plow second land, turning to left. 
Tho object in plowing third land bo- 
fore second is to aA'oId having so many 
centro ridges and dead furrows, as 
you AVOtUd if you took every land as it 
came. 
Keep on in this Avay until you 
get to the other side of the field, then 
plow head lauds and you have the field 
nicely plowed Avithout turning square 
corners, tramping horses hrels. lifting 
plow or tramping plowed ground. 


Tho Two Beit îàtoclc FcCiTi, 


All considered, and for general pur- 
pose.s, it is doubtful if there are any 
two plants or grasses superior to the 
old standards, timothy and red clover, 
for stock feed. I know of many dairy- 
men in the West and Middle State? 
tiiat arc giving up everything for red 
clover. 
On sandy loams it does avoII 
if soAvn only every tAA'o, throe or even 
four years, and Avill stand being fed 
down close at all times, if allOAved a 
chance to grow in the spring. 
It is a 
good plant to soav in rotation Avith po- 
tatoes or corn. To secure best result.s 
for clover the land should be cleaned 
of Avoeds in the fall. 
Ground pIOAvod 
deep in the fall, and recnltivated in 
the early spring, well harrowed and 
smoothed, is the kind for red clover. 
About ten pounds to the aero is the 
quantity sown, mixing with it a little 
rye, especially Avhero it is sown for 
pasture. 
Clover is an excellent plant 
to restore vitality to Avorn-out lands, 
or lands that ha\'0 becomo exhausted 
by grain crops. 
Its leaves gather food 
—carbonic acid and ammonia—from tho 
atmosphere. Avhich is in turn carried 
to the roots and stems, and these, de- 
composing. afford food for cereals and 
other crops which must depend on the 
soil for their life-giving 
substances. 
Botli for hay and for pasturage, tim- 
othy, or "herd grass," stands up well 
toAA'ard the top of tiie list amoTig the 
grasses of the West and North. 
It 
roots deeply and maintains itself for 
many years, but as a hay or Avinter 
feed, is better for Jiorscs than for coavs, 
(hough I know farmers who make ex- 
cellent caille and sheep feed oC it by 
cutting early. 
From twenty to thirty 
quarts of seed per acre are soaa'u. 
Ground treated as indicated for red 
clover Avill produce an abundant tim- 
othy crop.—Dennis H. SlovalJ, in The 
Epitomist. 


Though ono begins at the lOAA'o.'St' de- 
pression first, as is the proper way to 
do. and continues to Avork as circum- 
stances permit, it is Impossible to lay 
tile drains acciu*ately Avithout the use 
of a leveling rod. The device shoAvn in 
the accompanying cut Avill suffice, in 
that it is operated on the principle of a 
plumb-line. Made eight and one-fourth 
feet long and having a fine needle at 
the bottom of the 
SAvlnging 
Aveight, 
with a scale of tenths of inches on the 
base, it is a comparatively easy mat- 
ter, by raising either end half an inch, 
to ascertain Avhen the grade is one inch 
to the rod. 
Be.st of all, the level can 
be slid along in tho bottom of the ditch, 
thus keeping a uniform grade of auy 
desired fall. Care must always bo ex-

Kggs are ahvays more plentiful iit 
summer than in winter, and this irf 
duo to the advantages possessed by 
the hen on tho range, as Avell as the 
warmth of the season. 


The cost of eggs is much less in sum- 
mer and yet tho cost can bo made to 
exceed tho receipts if the hons are 
overfed, as they Avill lay fewer egg^ 
and consume more food than they ro-» 
quire. 
There may bo somo who keepj 
their foAvls confined, but even theii 
they Avill thrive much better if made 
to Avorlw and search for all they re.- 
ceive.

THE APPLE'S FAMILY TREE

Among the fruit* of the rose family 
are apples, pears, peaches, plums, elver* 
lies aud quinces, a» well as strawber­ 
ries, raspberries and blackberries. The 
apple is a fruit of long descent. Among 
the ruins of the Swiss lake dwellers 
are found remains of small seed ap­ 
ples which show the seed valves aud 
the grains of flesh. The crab apple is 
a native of Britain, and was the stock 
on which were grafted the choicest va­ 
rieties when brought from Europe, 
chiefly France. 
Apples of some sort 
were abundant before the conquest, 
and had been introduced probably In 
the Romans. Yet often as Saxon man­ 
uscripts speak of apples and cider 
there is no mention of named varie­ 
ties before 
the thirteenth 
century. 
Then oue may read of the pcarmaiu 
and the eostar^-- Chaucer's ‘‘mellow 
costard.” 


In the roll of household expenses of 
Eleanor, wife of Simon I)e Mont fort, 
apples and pears are entered. 
In the 
year 112S6 the royal fruiterer to Edward 
I. presents a bill for apples, pear*, 
quinces, medlars and nuts. 
Pippins, 
believed to be seedlings, heuce called 
from the pips or seeds, are said not to 
have been grown in England before 
1525. 
The exact Drayden, writing of 
the orchards of Kent at that period, 
can name only the apple, the orange, 
the russean, the sweating, the pome 
water and the reiuette. 


John Wimhrop is usually held re­ 
sponsible for the introduction of the 
apple into the New World, 
But as a 
matter of fact when Winthrop anch­ 
ored off Cape Ann the recluse Black - 
stone already had apple trees growing 
about his cabin at Shawmut Nock. 
Some of the best of American apples 
were brought over by the Huguenots' 
who settled iu Flushing, L. 1., iu HWO, 
and planted there, among others, the 
pomme royale or ¡»pie * apple, -Chicago 
Chronicle,

The new road law enacted by the latt 
legislature will be approved by many of 
the townships of this county. 
Already 
several townships of this county have tak 
en prompt action under an act of the leg- 
islature, which has just gone into effect, 
looking toward the abolition of the road 
tax. 
The act in question makes further 
regulations for townships of the second 
class and provides among other things 
that upon petition from at least twenty- 
five taxpayers of said township the Court 
of Quarter Sessions sliall authorize a spe- 
cial election to be held at the time of Feb- 
ruarj' election, when the question of abol- 
ishing the work tax shall be dccided by a 
large majority vote of the electors. 
A 
township which thus abolishes the work 
tax is entitled to receive from the State a 
sum in cash equal to 15 per cent of the 
actual amount of cash lax collected by the 
township.

Charged With Arson. 


York, Jan, 4.—Paul Laughman, Ber- 
wick township, Adams county, who is ac- 
cused of arson, was arrested, committed, 
given a hearing, recommitted and had his 
case presented to the grand jury all with- 
in a few hours Wednesday 
morning. 
Some time ago many acres of valuable 
woodland in Penn tftwnship, York coun- 
ty, are said to have been fired by three 
boys.

ASIATICS DISPLACING WHITES. 


Japanese Also Beginning to Control 
Canneries and Mines. 


The situation which culminated in 
the Vancouver riots has been causing 
the Canadian authorities much un­ 
easiness ever since the heavy influx 
of Japanese began shortly after the 
war with Russia. 
This immigration, 
reinforced by that from India, as­ 
sumed such large proportions as seri­ 
ously to threaten the labor situation, 
and brought about the organization 
of so-called Asiatic exclusion leagues 
and a demand for the enactment of a 
law similar to that which regulates 
the Asiatic immigration into Natal. 


According to recent reports from 
the British Northwest, the labor sup­ 
ply for the salmon fisheries and can­ 
neries is now largely Japanese, who 
are displacing the white and Indian 
labor formerly employed.. 
The Jap­ 
anese also have spread to the lumber 
camps and into agricultural pursuits 
and the mines. 
In fact, Japanese 
capital is said now to control a num­ 
ber of canneries and copper mines, 
and also to have acquired agricultural 
lands in no small quantities. 
The 
Japanese are also turning their atten­ 
tion to the shipping industry in Brit­ 
ish Columbian waters, and Japanese 
individuals and companies are report­ 
ed to own a num ber of vessels used 
in this coastwise and inland w ater­ 
way commerce. 


From time to time meetings of or­ 
ganized labor associations formed to 
combat 
Asiatic 
immigration 
have 
made their grievances known to the 
Dominion 
authorities, 
but 
all 
at­ 
tempts to obtain legislative action 
have failed. 
The Colonial authorities 
apparently have found themselves in 
the dilemma of embarrassing the 
home Government’s foreign policy as 
manifested in the alliance with Japan 
or risking serious political changes 
by disregarding the demands of or­ 
ganized labor in the Northwest. 


Mr. Ishil, the Director of the Com­ 
mercial Bureau of the Japanese For­ 
eign Office, who was involved in the 
riots at Vancouver, came to this coun­ 
try to investigate and report on the 
recent anti-Japanese demonstrations 
in San Francisco. 
While this was 
given out as the specific object of his 
visit, it is generally understood that 
his mission was to make a thorough 
study of the whole Japanese question 
on the continent and to ascertain the 
cause and extent of whatever preju­ 
dice may exist against the Japanese. 
He spent some time in San Francisco, 
and after traveling extensively in the 
United States went to British Colum­ 
bia.

Care at SUIc. 


Great care has to be exercised in the 


ironing of silk. A too cool iron will not 
smooth out the wrinkles, while a too 
hot one takes all the life out of the silk 
and renders it dull and lustreless. It 
is. of coucge, superfluous to add that 
silk must "never be ironed on the right 
side. With a woolen skirt my plan, of 
procedure is the same as for silk until 
the cleansing process is reached. For 
the "woolen skirt five cents" worth of 
=oap bark is steeped in a quart of water 
and the water is then strained into 
enough clean, warm—not hot—water to 
wash the material. It is washed just 
the same as are clothes, rubbed on the 
board to remove spots, thoroughly 
rinsed in lukewarm water and last of 
all blued before being hung up to dry. 
Much labor will be saved by hanging 
it carefully and smoothing out all the 
wrinkles as it hang*. It is removed 
from the line when almost dry, rolled 
up and left to stand for a while before 
ironing. Here again the iron must sot 
be too hot. though it may be hotter 
than for silk. And the goods must be 
ironed on the wrong side. A skirt ren- 
ovated in this way usually looks as 
good as new. 
sometimes it is advis- 


able to pat a rag between the iron anu 
the cloth so that if the former is quite 
hot th cloth will not be in danger of 
being scorched. 
The material should 


be ironed until it is almost dry and 
should be fctmg up without a crease or 
wrinkle in it until it dries thoroughly.

P.rokeu potato may be mashed and 
udded to beaten n^rg and rolled iuto 
balls which wheu fried or baked make 
u very tasty dish. 
When prepared for 
table any unsightly pieces of celery, 
carrots, etc., are often cut off. 
These 
should not be thrown away, but rele- 
gated to the stock-pot. where they will 
do their duty nobly in tho matter of 
tiavorlng. 


Kolurn of the Chest. 


The chest is an artiele of furniture 
"Which has come back into favor after 
long retirement. 
The artist craftsmen 
were responsible for the revival iu the 
Grst place, one of tho fir.st successful 
experiments of the makers of Hue. 
hand-wrought furniture having beeu 
marriage chests after antique models. 
One does not have to be rich enoush 
to patronize the artist craftsman nowa- 
days to buy good chests. 
In all the 
furniture shops are many s^'bstantial 
and very -well designed chests for hold- 
ing wool, linen, waists, or for other 
purposes. 


Housf-keoper*« Trick. 


A woman who has several low, nar- 
row cots which she uses for couches, 
has fitted each with a deep, very full 
flounce, which she has sewed on to the 
matU'ess. finishing it with a neat band. 
The llounce extends over the edges of 
the mattress on to the top for a cou- 
ple of inches. Over the top is thrown a 
cover of the same material as the 
flounce, plainly hemmed. This falls over 
the flounce three or four inches at sides 
and ends. The cover is removed when 
the cot is used for a bed. 


One couch of the kind is in a room 
papered with green and finished with a 
white picture molding and white paint. 
The couch is covered with rich, rather 
deep Turkey red denim. 
A chair near 
it has cushions of the same fabric. A 
couch iu another room is covered sim- 
ilarly with flowered cretonne. 


Care o( Silk« 


Great care has to be exercised in the 
ironing of silk. A too cool iron will not 
smooth out the wrinkles, while a too 
hot one takes all the life out of the silk 
and i-enders it dull and lustreless. 
It 
is. of course, superfluous to add that 
silk must never be ironed on the right 
side. With a woolen skirt my plan of 
procedure is the same as for silk until 
the cleansing process is reached. 
For 
the woolen skirt five cents' worth of 
soap bark is steepetl in a quart of water 
and the water is then strained into 
enough clean, warm—not hot—water to 
wash the material. 
It is washed Just 
the same as are clothes, rubbed on the 
board 
to remove 
spots, 
thoroughly 
rinsed in lukewarm water and last of 
all blued before being hung up to dry. 
Much labor will be saved by hanging 
it carefully and smoothing out all the 
wrinkles as it hangs. 
It is removed 
from the line when almost dry, rolled 
up and left to stand for a Avhiie before 
ironing. Here again tho iron must not 
be too hot, though it may be hotter 
than for silk. 
And the goods must be 
ironed on the wrong side. A skirt ren- 
ovated in this way usually looks as 
good as new. 
Sometimes it is advis- 
able to put a rag between the iron and 
the cloth so that if the former is quite 
hot th 
cloth will not be in danger of 
being scorched. 
The material should 
be ironed until it is almost dry and 
should be bung up without a crease or 
wrinkle in it until it dries thoroughly. 
—Brooklyn Eagle. 


Maple Mousse—Boil one cupful of 
maple sugar or syrup until it strings, 
then pour slowly into the stiffly beaten 
yolks of ten eggs, beating constantly. 
Put into a double boiler and scald with' 
out boiling. Itemove from the fire and 
let it become cold, then stir it into one 
pint of whipped creajn. Turn into the 
freezer, pack and freeze, 


Eldelweiss—Cream, one cup of butier 
and add one cupful of powdered sugar, 
cream again; then add one-half cu3)iul 
of hot water, one cupful of Hour sifted 
three times with two teafcpooufuls of 
baking powder. Now fold in the stliliy 
beaten whites of three eggs and add 
another cupful of linely sifted flour. 
>Season with aimond. 
Fill tiny but- 
tered cups one-third full and bake iu a 
rather hot oven. 


Russian Sweetbreads—Clean a good 
pair of sweetbreads and soak in cold 
water for an hour. 
Place these in a 
.sauiv^pan. Just cover wiih cold water 
and cook slowly for twenty minutes. 
Take up the meat, pour cold water 
ovvr it and drain at once. 
Kub the 
sweetbifi.ds with butter, season with 
])eppcr iujd salt and a few drops of 
tarragon vinegar, 
f lace in a hot oven, 
bake for twenty-iivo minutes, basting 
with a thii'k brown sauce made as 
follows: 
Boil some herbs, a clove of 
garlic, and a small piece of celery in 
a hajf pint of stock. 
Place a lump of 
buuer in a saucepan,, add a tuble- 


spoonful of browned flour, let all b" 
well mixed, add tho stork aud boil up 
Strain over tho sweetbreads. 
Plac? 
the sweetbreads in the centre of a 
dish, and pour tho gravy round. 


Cold Lobster Cutlets-Tako all thf 
meat from a medium sized hen lobster, 
carefully cleaning out the claws, ami 
cut all into'small pieces. 
Take away 
tho coral, wash and dry it, aud ther 
pound in a mortar with one ounce oi 
butter, and rub all through 
a hai» 
sieve. 
Place in a stew pan half au 
ounce of butter with 0:0 ounce 
of 
ilour, and mix well over the fire, ad 
lug gradually a gill of watiM*. 
Put in 
tho coral, butter, seasoning cf sail, 
cayenne, and 
chopped 
parsley: 
mix 
thoroughly and turn on a plate to cooi. 
Spread the mixtur. out evenly at a 
quarter of an inch depth. 
Have ready 
some good aspic .ielly, form the lob 
ster mixture in'- cutlets, arrange on 
dish with 
a litlle 
margin 
between 
each, put half cold aspir jelly over rll 
and leave it to set. 
When quite iirm 
take a knife, dip it into boiling water, 
aud with it cut each cutlet into shape. 
Place a little sliced cucumber on 
a 
dish, arrange tiie cutlets, garnish with 
parsley and serve. 


CELERY 


As a Fooa Not Much Cnn V.e Suhl In 


FiiTor of It, 


As a food not much is to be said for 
celery. 
But it is an uncommonly sat- 
isfaelory relish, it adds a fine tl^ivor to 
a soup or salad, aud is at its best at 
the season when other vegetables are 
becoming scarce. 
As a recent govern- 
ment bulletin sums it up, "Coming as 
it does at a time of the year when 
large quauiities of meat are consumed 
and green foods are not plentiful, the 
use of celery maKes other foods more 
palatable and greatly aids digestion. 


Celery is a comparatively late addi- 
tion to the dietary of tho people. 
In 
this respect its history is not unlike 
the tomato's. 
The wild celery from 
which it was developed, aud which i-^ 
a native of the marshes of southern 
England and Europe, was long con- 
sidered poisonous and, indeed, is a 
distant relative of the poisonous hem- 
lock, As late as twenty-five years ago 
the cultivated plant was found only 
on wealthy tables and on the menus of 
a few large hotels. 
Many people did 
not like its taste, but liking for it was 
soon acquired and never lost. 
At the 
present time evi-ry American eats 
a 
little celery, and is convinced that it 
is good "nerve food." 


Production 
in this country 
began 
with the draining of the muck 
bed 
areas of the Great Lakes country, and 
Kalamazoo 
long iiold 
the 
primacy. 
Since then tracts of celery land liave 
been opened in Florida and California, 
as well as in Michigan, Ohio and New 
York, and the market season has been 
extended so that it reaches from the 
beginning of August almost to the end 
of April. 
Although a native of 
the 
swamps, it has been found that the 
best flavored celery is raised in loose 
sandy loam, which must be treated 
with nitrate fertilizers, or occasionally 
put down iu some leguminous crop to 
prevent exhaustion. 


This vegetable requires much hand- 
ling—two rei)lanilngs, a blanching by 
means of banked earth or board?, and 
final storage in a shallow pit—but it 
pays well. As the government bulletin 
says, "growers Avho arc making a suc- 
cess of celery raising receive a 
net 
prolit of .$100 to the acre."
